College of Agriculture, of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin ou July 17, 1918, 
offered a new and practical suggestion 
which deserves the immediate and 
earnest coualdoiatiou of all who are 
Interested in the welfare of country 
communities. 


"It 
is alleged," said he, "that 


more than 07 per cent of the balls in 
use in the dairy districts of Wisconain 
are grades and acruba. 
This lament- 


able state of affairs indicates plainly 
that the reaults of forty or more years 
of writing, talking, teaching, preach- 
ing and persuading against the use of 
such undesirable males are unsatis- 
factory and that some practical plan 
of actual improvement should uow be 
introduced.. Only by the general nae 
of pure bred dairy breed balls can 
dairy oows be graded up and improved 
in quantity and quality of milk pro- 
duction. 
The general use of such 


bulls 
and 
employment of 
better 


methods of feeding and management 
would in a comparatively shortr-time 
increase the preaent yearly average 
butter production of the Wisconsin 
cow from 175 to 350 pounds or more. 
Two top crosses of pare dairy breed 
blood have produced a grade cow that 
yielded GSO pounds (10)4 toba) bntter 
in one year, 
dace only 90 


Some scrub cows pro- 
pounds butter a year. 


The 175 pound butter cow barely pays 
for her board and care. 
The 90 


pound butter cow ia kept at an actual 
loss. 
Only profitable ouws should be 


kept. 


"Pare breed bulls would housed 


were . they everywhere 
available. 


They are not available now. 
They 


should everywhere be made available. 
This should be accomplished by the 
uae of creamery company capital. 
I s 


would be a legitimate and profitable 
investment of capital. 


1 'The parties vitally interested in 


fchia matter ate the producer uf milk 
and the buyer of milk. 
If the pro- 


ducer hud better cows, sired by pure 
bred dairy balls, be would maka 
more and better milk at a greater 
profit. 
Thia would mean more and 


oetter supplias ana better profits for 
the owners of creameries, ohfieao fac- 
tories, conrleuaingfactories, skimmintt 
stations and in ilk distributing stations, 


"The creumery and factory owuera 


shonld bay pure bred balls and main- 
tain them where they can readily be 
need by their patrons. 
The service 


fees, calculated at cost,'could be de- 
duotnd from the patrons' creamery 
chedks. 
The danger of disease being 


spread by the bulls would be slight 
aud easily prevented by sanitary pre- 
cautions. 
All male calves produced 


North Wisconsin Dairying. 
Tin's season has brightened the 


prospects of dairying in central and 
northern counties of the state to a 
point more satisfactory 
than 
ever 


before. 
Winter dairying is now 


being conducted on sacli successful 
lines that a late spring has little 
effect on the sitDation there, iifl it has 
elaewhere. 
In some sections' of other 


states the shortage of bay and the 
continued lateness of the season made 
a great difference in the dairy profits, 
bus the farmers of this state are learn- 
ing to prepare for just each an emer- 
gency.

where the silo is in uae, it having 
bean learned that the smaller kinds 
are' more valuable than the larger. 


In tbe nppor Wisconsin counties the 


meadows, and especially the pastures, 
have been foniicl to maintain more 
cows to a given acreage than in other 
sections 
that have 
leas seasonable 


rainfall in tlie summer months. 


The pasturage noafiou is commonly 


thought to be short, but experience 
has proven that good pasturage is as 
early in the upper country as r3 the 
ao called "corn bale" and that good 
pasturage prevails even later in the 
upper . country than 
farther sonth. 


But the best evidence is in the fact 


that those who investigate decide in 
favor of the cheap lands of upper

Forced Into Use by the Scarcity of Rag 


Stock. 


In the early days of printing it was 


hardly possible to employ anything but 
Urst class paper in making books, for 
the reason that wood fiber and wood 
pulp paper had not then come into 
use. 
At that time good cotton and 


linen rags were turned Into flue, firm, 
pure white paper, well able to with- 
stand Indefinitely the yellowing and 
disintegrating effects of time. 


As the increase in the demand for 


printing paper grew apace It was soon 
found that there were not enough rags 
to go round. Thus wool pulp came 
into use. 


All vegetable fiber Is sultable_£or 


paper making, whether it he obtained 
from rags, wood, esparto grass, straw 
or other substances. \Yhen these fibers 
are torn apart they arc clogged with 
gum. a substance that mns-t be thor- 
oughly dissolved and washed away by 
chemicals if the best results are to be 
obtained. 


Wood pulp paper Is made of finely 


ground 
wood, usually spruce, 
the 


grinding being done with a beating en- 
gine, run nt high speed, and huge 
stones between which the wood Is re- 
duced to a kind of pulp. That done, it 
is made up into paper without any pre- 
liminary removal of the gum or oth-

ELECTRIC FOGHORNS. 


Which May Be Blown Without Effort' 


by Pressing a Push Button. 


The time honored foghorn and still 


the one in most common use on myri- 
ads of smaller boats Is of the sort that 
you raise to your lips and blow. Tol- 
erably hard work blowing a foghorn. 


Bigger foghorns for larger boats are 


set in a box, the box containing a bel- 
lows by which the horn is blown. At- 
tached to the bellows is an outside 
lever by means of which the bellows 
Is operated by hand. A lot of noise 
this foghorn makes, to be heard for a 
considerable distance. 


There are now made, used on many 


power boats and yachts, electric fog- 
horns the operating of which calls for 
the exercise of neither lung nor hand 
power. 
In these horns there is at- 


tached, inclosed at the smaller end, a 
metallic diaphragm to which is con- 
nected an electric coll which when 
electricity Is turned into it vibrates the 
diaphragm and sounds the horn. Elec- 
tricity is supplied from a storage bat- 
tery or from current generated on the 
boat if It is electrically equipped. To 
blow an electric foghorn you simply 
press a button.—New York Sun.

In tho narrow Bering 
strait lie two little Islands, one occu- 
pied by Russia, Uio other by tho Unit- 
ed States, so that citizens of the two 
great nations llro on respective Islands 
wlthtn a few miles of each other.
